Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film poster 
entided: 

Notjust Another 8Teen Movie 

is Not Approved. 


The DVD slick is not approved because its content is highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning. 

The DVD slick is double-sided. The back cover of one version has a number of degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning images of women. There are several images, including one in a 
prominent central position, that feature forcible fellatio or show women displaying the results of 
ejaculation. The overall effect is of women in servile positions, degraded and dehumanised by being 
treated as objects for penetration and ejaculation and demeaned by their apparent willingness to engage 
in such conduct. The text beneath the images adds to the degrading and demeaning effect. 

The Classification Office has weighed the competing considerations of the issues raised above and the 
right to freedom of expression set out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The DVD 
slick's potential for injury to the public good makes it likely that, if the slick were to be submit ted under 
si 3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, it would be classified as 
objectionable. The likely injury to the public good caused by the availability of this advertising material 
is its potential to play a role in the formation or reinforcement of negative attitudes to women.
